WASHINGTNN, D. C. December 2.—It is re- 
ported here by representatives of financial 
institutions that there is an uneasy feeling in 
business circles everywhere over the contin- 
ued coinage of silver. It is feared that con- 
}tinued-coinage will drive out enough gold to 
cause financsal stringency and conse- 
quent panic. The South is much 
more conservative in financial matters 


than the West. Ex-Congressman E. John El- 
lis said last night, that a majority of the 
Louisiana delegation was in favor of suspend- 
ing silver coinage; that South Carolina 
had a number of sound mone men 
in her delegation, and that Tennes- 
see, Mississippi and Virginia would 
have a number of advocates in Congress this 
ear favoring suspension of silver coinage. 
There is considerable interest felt here in the 
coming speech of Senator Evarts. It has been 
said that he will follow Mr. Beck and that he 
will approve the financial ideas of the Kentucky 
Senator. This report has been given a very 
wide circulation by Senator Beck himself, and 
is generally believed. Some of Mr. Evarts’ 
New York friends, however, think he will hesi- 
tate befure coming out openly as a champion 
ofthe silver men. A prominent New York 
gentieman said to-day that it would be a great 
political blunder upon Mr. Evarts’ — NO 
man, said he, has ever been high in the 
litical confidence and trust of the state of 
New York, who was not absolutely sound 
upon the money question.’’

And the six Senators 
from those pocket-borough States are no- 
toriously the attorneys of the corporations 
or other moneyed interests that can afford 
to pay the bighest price for a Senatorship. 
The proposition to divide Dakota is sim-, 
ply a proposition to enable the monopoly 
tape-worm in the Senate to multiply itself 
by division—to increase the controlling 
power of the element in that body which 
represents nothing but corporations, land- 
grabs and money invested in predatory 
jobs. There is enough of that element 
already in the Senate to fill the whole 
country with shame and with distrust of 
what was once the most trusted and respect- 
ed branch of Congress. Let us have no 
more divisions of Territories for the pur- 
pose of multiplying pocket-borough States 
and proprietary seats in the Senate. 


A NEW PAPER. 
The Alaskan is the name of a new 


paper published at Sitka. It reaches this 

part ot the country about a month after 

the date of publication, which makes its 

‘‘want’’ column and telegrams compara- 
tively useless to us; but the rest of its con- 

tents have a mellow and legendary quality 

that is rather pleasing. Its local items 

give evidence of advancing civilization. 

An Low, a Chinaman, advertises a res- 

taurant; three lawyers publish their cards, 

with nearly every word in them spelled 

correctly; several saloons make known 

their attractions to the public; Mr. COHEN, 

proprietor of the Sitka and Juneau brew- 

eries, offers beer ‘‘exclusively for medic- 

inal, mechanical and scientific purposes.“ 

The temperance idea rarely runs riot in 

he latitude of Sitka; but Mr. CoOHEN’s 
advertisement reads as if it were a prohi- 

bition town, unless we givea broad and 
liberal interpretation to the phrase ‘‘me- 
chanical and scientific purposes.’’ Alaska 
has not yet reached the police board and 
gas company stage of enlightenment; but 
she is progressing at a rate which promises 
much for the future. 


THE SUPREME COURT FEES. 

It has been published in the State Jour- 
nal that the Clerk of the State Supreme 
Court has failed for a year past to file in 
the Auditor’s office the list of fees received 
by him in each quarter. The statutes pro- 
vide that he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor in office every time he fails 
to file such a list at the close of each quar- 
ter. The statutes further provide as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION 630. Whenany court or judge or 
judges, ora majority of them in vacation, 
shall believe, from their own knowledge or 
from the information of others, on oath or af- 
firmation, that the clerk of the courtin which 
they preside has been guilty of a misdemeanor 
in office, they shall give notice thereof to the 
Attorney-General or Prosecuting Attorney, 
stating the charges against such clerk, and re- 
quiring him to prosecute the same; and they 
may gpspend such clerk from office until a trial 
can be had, and appointatemporary clerk, 
etc. 

If the judges of the Supreme Court do 
not choose to learn from the State Aud- 
tor, or from a Jefferson City paper edited 
by a former State officer, that their clerk 
is evading an important duty imposed on 
him by law, they will have to take cogni- 
zance of the charge the moment it is laid be- 
fore them on the oath or affirmation ↄf any 
person who knows that the Auditor’s files 
do not contain the required report. Any 
person who knows enough about the mat- 
ter to make the charge in the newspapers, 
knows enough to justify him in presenting 
a formal charge to the judges. Areall the 
people and officials at Jefferson City afraid 
to stand up for the law against the polit- 
cal influence of the bosses? 


Ir is certainly true that the American 
navy should be put on amore efficient foot- 
ing; but the subject has given rise tomuch 
unfounded clamor.

GRISWOLD VS. HAZARD. 


A Suit Reviving the Once Famous Oredit 
Mobilier Scandal. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

NEW Tonk, Decembe 24.—< bill has just been 
filed in the United States Circuit Court here 
which revives the story of the Credit Mobilier 
Company, as well as certain interesting events 
which startled society here jn 1868. Thetitle 
of the suit is John N. A. Griswold, the New 
York millionaire, against Rowland G. Hazard 
and others, who are equally well favored finan- 
cially, and are prominent Rhode Island- 
ers. The bill was prepared by 
the late ex-Secretary of State 
Frelinghuysen who is understood to be a rela- 
tive of the complainant, and makes nearly 
eighty pages of printed matter. It appears 
that in 1868, when the Credit Mobilier Com- 
pany’s operations were a sensation of the 
country, Dr. Thomas ©. Durant, a gentleman 
prominent in New York financial and social 
circles, was a member of the corporation, and 
with several of its other members, was sued by 
the Hazard family for $57,375, which it was al- 
leged the Hazards had been defrauded out of 
on August 22, 1868. The Hazards commenced 
a suit here for the amount and subsequently 
stated as their reason for so doing that it was 
becauge of the corruption of the New York 
courts and judges and of Durgnt’s intimate re- 
lations with the latter. A ne exat writ was 


placed in the hands of the Sheriff and he await- 
ed the coming of Dr. Durant, who, with sev- 

eral ladies, was on the yacht loler. As Durant 
set foot on the wharf he was arrested and taken 

to jail. The arrest of Durant created a great 
stir. He immediately sent for his friend, enry 
Winthrop Gray, a well-known stock-broker of 
New York,a nephew of Griswold, who hap- 

pened to be in New York, and requested his 

assistance in getting bail. Mr.G went for 

his uncle, Griswold, who, with his family, was 
atabail. It was Saturday night, and just be- 
fore midnight, Mr. Griswold arrived atthe jail. 
He was but slightly acquainted with Durant, 
but agreed to go bail for him solely at his 
nephew's request, as he thought the arrest was 
an outrage. When Griswold became bonds- 
man he understood his responsibility was sim- 
ply to produce Durant when called upon, but 
the wording of the writ made him responsible 
for $57,375. Mr. Griswold, in the bill, states 
that had he understood that he became liable 
for the money he would not have been a party 
to the affair. Onthe other hand the present 
respondent declared that the nature of the 
bond was thoroughly explained to Griswold. 
The case has been in court seventeen years, 
and now, Dr. Durant having died, Griswald’s 
suit is brought to have the bill reformed and to 
prevent the Hazards from sui him for the 
en ay sum. The hearing is take place 
anuary 4.

Richard Nelson Lawton, a Yankee Egg 
Peddler, Brutally Murdered.

NEW BEDFORD, December 2%.—Abel R. 
Mosher drove from Plainville to Acushnet 
City yesterday morning, and when about three 
miles from Center, he saw in the road ahead of 
him, a slight, dark-complexioned man, ap- 
parently going toward the bushes on the side 
ofthe road. The man, who appeared to be 


drunk, when he saw Mosher, turned back toa 
= standing hear by, and threw someth 
init. He then got in himself and drove away. 
As Mosher assed he saw part of the 
legs and feet of a man sticking out 
from under some boxes of eggs and 
also saw blood on the wagon. When 
he was returning home, he said, thé same 
wagon was standing in the middie of the road 
but the man had disappeared. Mosher went 
to the wagon and found the body of aman in 
it, which proved to be that of Richard Nelson 
Lawton, aged 37, living near Westport. There 
were several marks, of what appeared to be 
shot, on the left side of his head, and his skull 
was fractured on the right side. There was 
blood on the front of the pers ag and on the 
shaft. Lawton had evidently been struck 
down while driving and the murderer had 
attempted to hide the body by pulling the egg 
boxes on it. There wasarope around his 
neck, as if the murderer had put it there with 
the intention of dragging the body to the 
woods and hanging it up. The pocket-book 
of the man was ne. The murder had 
evidently been committed six or eight hours, as 
the body was cold. The horse wasfall broken 
down, havin rf —4— deen driven all night. 
Mr. Lawton left here on Monday morning for 
Cape Cod, to purchase eggs, which he was in 
the habit of doing, for sale at wholesale in this 
city and Fall River. He was seen at Fairhaven 
on Monday, and was expected home last even: 
ing at8 o'clock. As there were only three 
boxes of eggs in the wagon, the murdered man 
must have had considerable money with him. 
The body was brought to this city and placed 
in the Morgue. The police are actively search- 
ing for the man whom Mr. Mosher saw on the 
wagon, and have arrested on suspicion one 
who, in some details, answers the description 
given. He was found on the road not far from 
where the body was discovered. He was Tom 
Conners, of Fall River, who had been chop- 
ping wood in Dartmouth of late. He was sub. 
sequently released. Detectives Dayton and 
Butler have been searching for other clews 
and have not yet repofted, but may go to the 
Cape before doing so. The murdered man’s 
brother, who came from Westport last even- 
ing, said that bts brother had over $200 on his 
person at the time of the murder.

SIOK SAINTS. 


POLYGAMY IN UTAH TERRITORY ON ITS 
LAST LEGS. 8 


The Saints Demoralized by the Rigid Enforce- 
ment of the Edmunds Law—Governor Mur- 


ray's Fight Against the Iniquity—The Mor- 
mon Conspiracy to Entrap the Federal 
Officers.

Sar IAE, December %.—It is the opinion 
here among the law-abiding Gentile element 
that polygamy is on ite last legs. The saints 
are becoming disorganized by the rigid en- 
forcement of the present Edmunds law, and 
are further appalled by the stern attitude of 
the President and the terms of the new Ed- 
munds law, just introduced in the Senate, 
which practically, if passed, puts Mormonism 
into the hands of a receiver. No one has 
fought this iniquity with more fearless courage 
than Governor Murray. For the past six years 
he has labored to stamp out the curse 
by legal means, and to inform the 
country of the difficulties to be 
encountered. In all this he preserves a well; 
won reputation for bravery. He entered the 
lafe war from Kentucky, and became a Briga- 
dier General at the early age of 17, the young- 
est brigadier commander intheservice. After 
the war ended, he accomplished the difficult 
task of ridding Kentucky of Kuklux bandits 
who infested the mountain regions. A care- 
ful study of the entire Mormon system in all

He shows how completely 
the Mormon authorities control the gress body 
of the people by means of legisiatures they 
are allowed to elect; how the people are 
instructed by the elders and press to deny the 
constitutionality of United States enactments 
against polygamy, ordering them to nee the 
réquirements of their creed above all earthly 
law. ‘‘National supremacy,’’ he says, ‘‘can 
not be upheld in Utah as long as political power 
is vested in those who are engaged in nullify- 
ing the statutes of Congress. The Governor 
is not satisfied with the efficiency of the Ed- 
munds law.

THE OYSTER WAR. 


Lively and Fatal Skirmishes Between Pirates 
and the Navy Police. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

BALTIMORE, Mp., December 24.—Further re- 
ports from the Lower Chesapeake shows that 
the oyster pirates are giving the State Police 
Navy alively time. It now appears that Capt. 
Wingate was not aboard his sloop, the Carrie 
Franklin, when she was attacked by tne illegal 
dredgers and had to beat a retreat. The Frank- 
lin carries two cannon. On Capt. Wingate’s 
return he collected his crew and is now after 
the oystermen. The trouble between the 
dredgers and tongue men is also increasing, and 
unless the Oyster Police Navy take more de- 
cisive action a conflict resulting in serious loss 
of life is imminent. A number of oyster 
schooners, which arrived here frem down the 


bay yesterday, had their rigging cut, their sails 
perforated with bullet holes, and show other 
signs taken part in a battle. 
e Captains of the vessels report that about? 
o'clock on Sunday morning a crowd of armed 
tongue men, numbering over 100, started out 
from Herring Bay on the west side of the 
Chesapeake. Epes were all in a large sloop 
which they had seized. They drove away the 
dredgers who were anchored or at work on 
Holland Island, near Fairhaven. The place is 
forbidden to dredgers under the State law, but 
they work there all the same. A Captain , whose 
vessel was at anchor, said: The night was 
foggy, and the first we knew of the approach 
of the tongueman was ablaze of light which 
lit the bay and called every man on every boat 
on deck. The report from a hundred rifles, 
muskets and pistols, all blazing away at once, 
was enough to astonish any y, and thew 
in which we got up ouranchors and took ad.

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MORGAN’S METHODS. 


Two of His Defensive Indorsements Repudi- 
ated by Their Authors. 

Prof, Horace H. Morgan is a ‘‘shrewd un.“ 
His defense was a marvel in the way of whip- 
ping the devil round the stump. In addition 
to bringing in many witnesses to testify posi- 
tively that they had never in their lives, al- 
though their eyes had often rested on Mr. 
Morgan, seen him intoxicated, he read a 


large number of letters from prominent citi- 
zens here and elsewhere compliment to his 
ability as ascholar and teacher. Mr. Morgan 
has written magazine articles and books and 
naturally has had considerable correspondence 
with many men, Outside of his literary cor- 
respondence he has naturally corresponded 
more or less in the course of the forty-five years 
or so he has lived. The more one investigates 
Mr. Morgan’s defense of his character the 
more one is impressed with the idea that the 
public had the benefit of all that was written to 
or about Morgan that was in the least 
complimentary. The general public,however, 
is under the impression that the letters read 
by Mr. Morgan were rtinent to the question 
at issue, and were indorsements of his char- 
acter after the charges under which he is 
struggling were brought against him, and he 
has the credit of having the present esteem 
and confidence of some names high on the 
honor list of St. Louisans. 

Among other letters read, which doubtless 
had a strong effect in Mr. Morgan’s favor, was 
one from Dr. W. G. Eliot, President of Wash- 
ington University. Mr. Morgan introduced it, 
and it was talfneas a recommendation from 
the venerabie instructor, which was called out 
by Mr. Morgan's situation. It is not this, how- 
ever, but a very @ifferent kind of letter. It 
was learned after Dr. Eliot’s name had been 
used, that he and his friends felt badly that his 
name should have been dragged into the in- 
vestigation in the position of exonerat- 
ing Mr. Morgan from =the charges 
made ainst him. The letter wag 
not written after the facts in relation 
to Mr. Morgan’s conduct had been published, 
but long precedent toit. It was written some 
three years or 80 ago in acknowledgement of 
one of Mr. Morgan’s books which Dr. Eliot 
had received from him. 

_ A Post- DISPATCH reporter called on Dr. Eliot 
yesterday and asked him for the facts in re- 
gard to the letter Mr. Morgan had used.

Ex-Land Commissioner Williamson Un- 
bosoms Himself About Big Land Grants. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Drerarcn. 

New YorK, December %.—Gen, J. A. Wil- 
liamson of Washington, who was Commisoner 
of the Genera] Land Office, under Secretary 
Schurz, is at the Victoria Hotel. The Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent, who met him yester- 
flay, asked him about the operations of Com- 
missioner Sparks, and got the tart reply: 
Why, he is only three or four removes from 
an idiot. He went into office one day and the 
next day hé had formed the conclusion that all 
hig predecessors in office were thieves. He 
announced his conclusion before night in 
order, I presume, to prove himself an honest 
man, Why, the man doesn’t know the first 
principles of land law yet.’’ 

How about the Maxwell grant that he de- 
clared such a big fraud?’’ 


That case was avery simple one. It came 
up in the term of Secretary Cox, I think, 
cannot be positive about the minute details of 
t without consulting the Documents, but in a 
general way I can tell you all about it.
